“So far as the particular 
problems of the Lebanon and 
Jordan are concerned,” Lloyd 
said, “the Assembly should re- 
quest the Secretary-General to 
take the necessary steps in con- 
sultation with the governments 
concerned to help maintain the 
independence and integrity of 
these two countries and so to 
create conditions under which 
United States and United 
Kingdom forces can be with- 
drawn from Lebanon and 
Jordan.”

Democratic House leaders, was 


passed under abbreviated pro- | 


cedure requiring a two-thirds 
vote. Passage was by voice 
vote. 

The bill now goes to confer- 
ence with the Senate to com- 
promise differences in conflict- 
ing versions. Senate 
leaders announced in advance 
they would not accept the 
House bill without change. 

The major effect of new 
farm legislation will be to fore- 
stall sharp cuts due next year 
in planting allowances for cot- | 
ton and rice farmers. It would 
peg cotton acreage at 16,000,- 
000 acres, and rice at this | 
year’s level. 

Big Acreage Drop. 

In the absence of Congres- 
sional action, cotton planting 
would drop to around 14,200,- 
000 acres from 17,700,000 this 
year, and rice to around 1,100,- 
000 acres ffom this year’s 
planting of 1,652,596. 

Although called a compro- 
mise. the bill was little differ- 
ent from the measure which 
the House rejected a week ago 
Wednesday. 

It eliminated dollars-and- 
cents price support rates of 
$1.18 a bushel for corn and 30 


cents a pound for cotton, and | 


instead fixed the minimum 
support level for corn, rice and 
cotton at 65 per cent of parity. 

For cotton, there would be a 
gradual stepdown in the sup- 
port level at 5 per cent a year 
during the 1959-61 interim 
period before the 65 per cent 
floor would take effect in 1962. 

The compromise also ex- 
tends the wool subsidy act for 
another three years, and ap- 
proximately doubles the) 


amount of money available for |. | 


price-support payments. 

Meanwhile, the Senate fi- 
nance committee approved the | 
bill increasing social security 
benefits by 7 per cent. It voted | 
to keep in it most of a public 
assistance provision objected 
to by President Eisenhower. 

The bill passed the House 
375-2 July 31. 

Along with increasing the 
payments to the 12,000,000 per- 
sons on the social security 
rolls, it would increase payroll 
taxes to pay for the higher 
benefits. 

Secretary of Welfare Arthur 
S. Flemming told the commit- 
tee last Friday he would rec- 
ommend a veto of the bill if 
the group retained a house 
provision boosting public as- 
sistance grants to the states 
by $288,000,000 a year. The | 
committee today rejected 9-6 | 
a move to strike this section 
of the bill. It did reduce the 
increase by $39,000,000 to a 
total of $249,000,000 a year.

Fear of Religious War. .

tions of Lebanon barricaded 
and held by oposition forces in 
defiance of the government.

NEW NORTH KOREA. 


PULLOUT OF 100,000 
RED CHINESE ENDS| ATOM WAR PERIL 


TOKYO, Aug. 14 (UPI)—The 
Communist Korean Central 
News Agency said Communist 
China today completed the 
withdrawal of 100,000 “volun- 
teer” troops from North Korea. 

The withdrawal was timed to 
end on the evening of North 
Korea's thirteenth anniversary 
of its “liberation” by Soviet 
armies on Aug. 15, 1945. 

It was the second phase of 
the announced Red Chinese 
pullout. In the first phase, 
which began last March, 80,000 
Chinese troops withdrew north 
of the Yalu river. 

In a dispatch from Pyong- 
yang, the news agency said six 
divisions and specialized units 
totaling 100,000 men _ were 
withdrawn between July 11 
and today. 

Western military experts es- 
timate that despite the Chin- 
ese march” back into Man- 
churia, between 120,000 and 
150,000 Chinese troops remain 
in North Korea.

How can we be so blind as to 
eonfuse the legitimate aspirations 
of a people for freedom with mob 
feeling aroused by the propaganda 
and demagogic agitations of a dic- 
tator? What Nasser offers the 
Arabs is the shackles and poverty 
of a Russian-type slave state. 
What his type of nationalism 
offers the world is war. 

We can only hope that our 
statesmen will recognize the dif- 
ferences between legitimate na- 
tional aspirations and mob hys- 
teria spurred by demagogic lead- 
ers. Legitimate aspirations must 
be recognized and encouraged. 
But to retreat in the face of the 
Nasser-type of mob hysteria is to 
court disaster. 

When Nasser and his mobs are 
recognized and understood they 
will disappear. For their danger 
lies only in our weakness.

The Impossible Dream 


One of the finest portions of President 
Eisenhower's address to the U.N. General As- 
sembly did not deal with the Middle East 
at all. It referred to the larger, world-wide 
problem of what might be called co-existence. 
He said: 


The world that is being remade on our 
planet is going to be a world of many mature 
nations. As one after another of these new 
nations moves through the difficult transi- 
tion to modernization and learns the methods 
of growth, from this travail new levels of 
prosperity and productivity will emerge. 

This world of individual nations is not 
going to be controlled by any one power or 
group of powers. This world is not going to 
be committed to any one ideology. Please 
believe me when I say that the dream of 
world domination by one power or of world 
conformity is an impossible dream. 


The President in those words was stating a 
profound truth. He was also disavowing one 
of the assumptions that underlie American 
foreign policy. 

Somehow it is hard to believe that Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles would agree with 
Mr. Eisenhower on this point. For Mr. Dulles, 
while he strenuously opposes domination of 
the world by Soviet ideology, often appears 
to believe that the proper alternative is world 
domination by Western ideology.’ 

With Mr. Dulles, it is a case of “we or 
they.” He dedicates American foreign policy, 
not only to the protection of American inter- 
ests and freedom, but to the “liberation” of 
Communist countries, the destruction of “neu- 
tralism,” the enlistment of uncommitted peo- 
ples in Western-led alliances. His bedside 
reading is the works of Lenin. Every stroke 
of his diplomacy is measured by its relation- 
ship to Moscow. What Russia is for, Mr. Dul- 
les is against. He inhabits a bipolar world, 
which he expects to become either all-Soviet 
or all-Western in the end. 

If Mr. Eisenhower’s contrasting view of 
a pluralistic world dominated by no single 
power were to be adopted as the base of 
American foreign policy, the nation’s inter- 
national conduct would undergo some marked 
changes. 

We might, for one thing, cease trying to 
extend our power beyond its effective limits— 
as, for example, in the Middle East. 

We might revise our attitude toward neu- 
trals; instead of regarding anybody not for 
us as against us, we might look upon anybody 
not against us as for us. 

We might show a greater persistence in 
negotiating political settlements at the fron- 
tiers of our influence and Russia’s. 

We might put the primary emphasis upon 
seeking a disarmament agreement rathér than 
upon finding excuses for backing away from 
one. 

The idea of a diverse and undominated 
world is the first step to wisdom. Once we 
adopt it, we shall not frighten ourselves with 
nightmares of a Communist “world conquest” 
nor shall we substitute a competitive evange- 
lism which is, in the President’s words, just 
as impossible a dream. The nature of today’s 
weapons and today’s communications, as the 
President said, makes accommodation within 
a world community imperative. That is why 
accommodation should be the base of Ameri- 
can foreign policy and of every foreign policy. 


Shining, Invincible and Big 


Buick held a private showing of its 1959 
models a week or so ago and confirmed leaks 
of the poorly kept secret that next year’s au- 
tomobiles are to be longer, wider and lower 
than. the '58s—and never mind the shortage 
of parking space, crowded streets and unclos- 
able garage doors. 

Despite this season’s sag in sales, the manu- 
facturers assert they are following an irre- 
sistible public demand for big cars that “re- 
flect personality and station in life.” That 
happens to be the kind for which Detroit was 
tooled up. And short of drastic re-tooling, 
little could be done other than to eliminate 
some of the personality-reflecting chrome. 

But if assembly lines are hard to change, 

Names are much more amenable. So the 
Buicks which used to come with such prosaic 
tags as “Special” and “Super” will be known 
in 1959 as Le Sabre, Invicta and Electra. And 
that’s class practically out of the classics. Ed- 
ward T. Ragsdale, Buick general manager, 
explains that the first stands for “sharp, shin- 
ing edge;” Electra means “shining star,” and 
Invicta means “invincible.” And no doubt he 
hopes that his cars will stand invincible 
against that invasion of foreign midgets, sig- 
nifying neither personality nor station in life, 
but just cheap, convenient transportation. 


Routine Cruising Before Long 


A second atomic submarine, the Skate, by 
duplicating the feat of the Nautilus in cross- 
_ing under the North Pole, emphasizes the ef- 
fectiveness of nuclear-powered undersea craft. 
This trip beneath the ice cap was from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, the reverse of the 
voyage the Nautilus just completed. It dem- 
onstrates that the feat of the Nautilus was no 
mere bit of luck. It proves that atomic sub- 
marines, equipped with the new inertial navi- 
gating system and able to cruise under water 
for days, rank with the big bombing planes 
and the long-range ballistic missiles. As a 
deterrent weapon of war, the atomic subma- 
rine under polar ice should make any ag- 
gressor think long and hard before making a 
rash move. 


Helicopter Service for a Few 


Within the next month St. Louis will be 
seeing at first hand how nicely the airliner 
and the helicopter supplement each other. 
Military and Department of Defense officials 
arriving at Lambert-St. Louis Field will be 
whisked to the Mart Building, Twelfth and 
Spruce streets, in eight minutes. Civilian 
passengers heading for the downtown area 
will make the same trip in something more 
than 45 minutes by bus, taxi or automobile. 

The Army Transportation Command, in ask- 
ing Director of Public Safety Sestric for the 
heliport permit, cited the “constant stream” 
of Government personnel arriving here on 
official business. There also is a constant 
stream of non-Government personnel who 
would gladly pay a reasonable price for heli- 
copter service. 

There are several applications before the 
Civil Aeronautics Board and the Post Office 
Department for helicopter service. Some have 
been there for several years. It appears that 
the Post Office Department is not ready to 
award any more air mail subsidies to helicop- 
ter services. And it is only because of postal 
subsidies that Los Angeles, Chicago and New 
York have scheduled helicopter service.

Under present procedure a federal writ of 
habeas corpus may be used against state 
courts when the latter seem to have misread 
and misapplied a constitutional right and 


only the recourse to a federal court is left 
for the accused citizen. The bill which is 
pending in the Senate would allow only a 


new claim of violation to be the basis of such 
a writ. This, says The Milwaukee Journal, 
“would make state courts the final judges 
of atiy constitutional issue that is raised to 
them in a criminal case, and make the Con- 
stitution futile when they misjudge.” 

If there is a need for this grave modifica- 
tion of the protection of habeas corpus, its 
sponsors ought to be able to demonstrate it. 
They should do so in the open. The tactics 
of stealth strongly suggest they do not want 
their bill closely examined or its eff 
known in advance. ° 

The Senate ought not to take valuable ses- 
sion-end time calling up a tricky measure like 
this one. But if it does come up for a vote, 
it ought to be resoundingly defeated as a re- 
buke to the slippery methods of its backers. 


Contempt Citation 


Enlivened by a clash between Congressmen 
Curtis of Missouri and Harris of Arkansas 
over procedure, the 367-to-8 vote to cite Ber- 
nard Goldfine for contempt showed the House 
of Representatives, Republicans as well as 
Democrats, overwhelmingly agreed that the 
Boston industrialist should have answered 
the questions put to him. 

This does not necessarily mean that the 
usually talkative friend of White House chief 
of staff Sherman Adams will be punished for 
refusing to answer queries about the financial 
affairs of his companies. The matter is now 
referred to the United States Attorney in 
Washington and he will weigh it before he 
takes it up with a federal grand jury. Then 
the grand jury may or may not vote a crim- 
inal indictment. : 

As of now, it looks as though Mr. Goldfine 
would have been better off to follow the ad- 
vice of his Washington lawyers and answer 
the 22 questions. After all, the questions re- 
lated to Goldfine companies under SEC regu- 
lation and the subcommittee was charged 
with finding out how the regulatory agencies 
were doing their work. That is a persuasive 
connection, as the House vote indicates.

Expert Advice on Withholding 

Nobody in Missouri is in a better position 
to know the advantages of withholding state 
income taxes than the state’s Director of 
Revenue, Milton Carpenter. This is what he 
told the Advertising Clul® of St. Louis: 

Withholding is the only real answer to full 
collection of the state income tar. 

Withholding would increase annual state 
revenue by $6,000,000 or $8,000,000 a year. 

Withholding would put teeth in the present 
laws and “we may be able to escape a taz 
increase.” 

Mr. Carpenter’s third proposition is the 
only one that might be restated. The state 
may need even more new revenue than a 
withholding tax could produce. But certainly 
the taxpayers will insist that all current lev- 
ies be collected in full before the state asks 
them to pay higher levies. That is why Gov. 
Blair and the legislators ought to consider 
withholding first of all. 

Mr. Carpenter's office has taken some steps 
to close tax loopholes and increase revenue, 
but the Revenue Director concedes that 60,000 
persons still fail to pay the state income tax 
each year. Withholding the tax from salaries 
and paychecks is the simplest way to stop 
such evasion. 

So far the principal objection to withholding 
has been that it would cost employers money 
to deduct the tax. Mr. Carpenter has an an- 
swer to that. He estimates that the cost of 
withholding might range from 6 to 47 cents 
a year for each employe. “This,” Mr. Carpen- 
ter says, “would be much less a load than in- 
creased taxes.” 

The Revenue Director’s arguments ought to 
be persuasive to Gov. Blair, who says he has 
been considering a withholding system for 
some time. . For Missouri, the quéstion is no 
longer whether to adopt withholding, but what 
kind of withholding system to adopt. 


No Need for Concern 


In signing the Moss-Hennings freedom of 
information bill, President Eisenhower took 
the precaution of saying that the Executive 
Department was not yielding up its right to 
withhold information in the country’s best 
interests.. There is nothing wrong with the 
proviso, but it was unnecessary. 

The bill which the President signed does 
not in any way require a member of the 
Executive Department to disclose information 
affecting national security. It merely* says 
in effect that a Cabinet member or other 
Administration official cannot withhold infor- 
mation at his pleasure and base the withhold- 
ing solely on the 1789 “housekeeping” statute. 
All it does is to require the withholding of- 
ficial to give a more reasonable basis for 
his act. No sound objection can be raised 
to that.

Mr. Dulles Explains the Lebanon Venture 


Senate Committee, But Not the Press, Quizzed Him

WASHINGTON. 
At his press conference July 31, 
Mr. Dulles was not asked to explain 
or to justify the President's decision 
which sent American troops to Leb- 
anon. Yet this meeting was Mr. 
Dulles’s first press conference since 

the fateful decision was taken. 

Some of the reporters in the room 
had been privileged to attend a pri- 
vate session with Mr. Dulles; his 
anxieties and his hopes had been 
hinted cautiously te them; and this 
knowledge

Fortunately this omission can now 
be corrected, for a Senate Commit- 
tee did the work of the reporters. 


When Mr. Dulles appeared on July 
18 before the Senate Appropriations 
Committee, he had to answer many 
questions about the landings in 
Lebanon. It is the policy of this 
committee to release a censored ver- 
sion of the testimony after a decent 
interval has passed. The comments 
of Mr. Dulles will reward vigilant 
analysis. — 


‘The Road to the Summit’ 


At one point Senator Dirksen 
asked, “Is the summit conference 
out? Is that a fair assumption for 
the foreseeable future?” 

“T should say the proposed sum- 
mit conference,” Mr. Dulles replied. 
“I see little prospect of such a con- 
ference in the foreseeable future in 
light of current developments.” 

This answer helps to explain the 
surly reluctance of the President’s 
letters to Moscow. From the begin- 
ning of the correspondence Mr. 
Dulles was afraid that the road to 
the summit would turn out to be @ 
pilgrimage of shame and humiliation. 


He took every hesitant step with 
reluctance and profound disquiet. He 
would never have moved at all if he 
had not been stirred by the indig- 
nant impatience of the Allies and by 
the necessity of presenting an honor- 
able image of America before the 
forum of world opinion. 

In such a mood, when anxiety 
whispered constantly in his ear and 
the voice of hope was silent, Mr. 
Dulles could speak neither with wis- 
dom nor with courage. The result 
is visible in the small sarcasms and 
faltering vision of Mr. Eisenhower's 
notes to Mr, Khrushchev, 


On Britain’s Minority Vote 


It can be seen as well in Mr. 
Dulles’s strange judgment of the de- 
bate in Great Britain and the crit- 
icism heard in other countries. When 
Senator Stennis pointed out that 
there had been a very large minority 
vote in the British Parliament 
against intervention in Jordan, Mr. 
Dulles dismissed this fact as totally 
without importance by remarking 
that “the vote in England was the 
purely normal routine.” 

He added that British public life 
lacked the tradition of bipartisanship 
which guided the actions of Con- 
gress in foreign affairs. It was quite 
common now, he explained, for the 
Opposition party to arlia- 
ment on a question of confidence 
even when the issues affected peace 
or war. 

Poor blundering England, how 
curious of her to believe that the 
democratic process of vigorous de- 
bate had the right to operate when 
the country was challenged by really 


ur ow. | 
. Dulles has certainly man 
things much better here, for he 


reduced the complaints over Leb- 
anon to small fretful dimensions and 
contrived to-slip into full partner- 
ship with the dilapidated Bagdad 
Pact without exciting more than a 
surprised grimace of admiration at 
his dexterity. 

As for world opinion Mr. Dulles 
saw it as a tangled web of confusion. 
The neutrals of course were critical; 
but then they had never been on 
America’s side. Other countries were 
afraid of any challenge to Russia. 
Still others preferred a policy of re- 
treat and concession. 


Mr. Dulles praised himself for re- 
fusing to follow Chamberlain's pol- 
icy at Munich. “We could have had 
a Munich here all right and we 
would have been very popular.” 


Why the World Is Concerned 


Is it really so simple? Three state- 
ments by Mr. Dulles himself help 
to explain the world’s concern. Take 
this one, for a beginning: “We are 
facing up to very serious trouble. It 
is impossible to know where it is 
going to end.” 

Is it unreasonable for other na- 
tions to question the wisdom of 
American policy when Mr. Dulles 
confesses that he does not know 
where the action in Lebanon will 
lead? 

At a later point Mr. Dulles said 
in reply to a question by Senator 


_ Knowland that many countries “feel 


that the fact we stood firm here in 
Lebanon may bring a general war 


on Fateful Decision 


nearer. That, in my opinion, is the ex- 
planation why many are shrinking 
away from this action which has 
taken place.” 

Is the desire to avoid anything 
which “may bring a general war 
nearer” such a bad reason for crit- 
icism? 

Finally, in reply to Senator Young, 
Mr. Dulles said: “We are in a better 
position to face up to it now, Sen- 
ator, than we will be perhaps a few 
years from now, when these missiles 
perhaps begin to dominate the 
world.” 


With Moscow Listening In 


In view of his attitude toward 
world opinion Mr. Dulles has only 
himself to blame if people in other 
countries take this statement to 
mean that the United States was at 
least as anxious to strengthen its 
position in the Middle East as it was 
to protect small nations from in- 
direct aggression by Russia. 

In all his testimony there was one 
sentence in particular that rang with 
urgent conviction. “We have never 
accepted the principle,” said Mr. 
Dulles, “nor would we ever, that we 
cannot send forces to a country at 
the invitation of its Government 
without the consent of the United 
Nations.” 

Of course he is right. But he 
forgets that Moscow is listening. 
Cannot Moscow invoke exactly the 
same principle to send her troops to 
other countries, including the trou- 
bled Middle East?

too hot to eat,” don’t take him 
literally. He just means that 
he wants to be tempted with 
something so appetizing to look 
at that he can’t resist eating it. 
But if you say to yourself 
that it’s too hot to cook, you 
may mean it quite literally. 
These are the days to turn to 
cold cuts and canned meats to 
cut down on the time spent in 
the kitchen. 


Canned meats may seem far 
from bargain-priced at first 
glance, but when you to 
consider that there is absolute- 
ly no waste since fat and bone 
have been removed, they really 
are quite reasonable. 

As for cold cuts, they give 
you excellent food value for 
the better grades which are all 
meat (some of the less expen- 
sive grades have cereal fillers 
added). 

Cold cuts can be used in 
many ways besides the cold 
meat tray. For instance, make 
bologna cups by pan - frying

Before leaving the subject of 
canned meats and cold cuts, we 
would like to sound a word of 
warning. Please do give them 
the proper care. Be sure to 
read directions on canned 
meats to determine whether or 
not they should be refrigerated. 

Cold cuts should be stored 
in the fresh food compartment 
of the refrigerator for no 
longer than four or five days. 
They may be left in the self- 
service prepackaging wrap if 
they are to be used within this 
time. Freezing is not recom- 
mended for these sliced ready- 
to-serve meats (the salt present 
in the meat favors the develop- 
ment of rancidity when the 
meat is frozen). 

There are no appreciable 
changes in supply or prices of 
beef or pork. Poultry is still 
the , and this includes stew- 
ing chickens as well as broiler- 
fryers, Don’t forget that a 
chicken stewed in the cool of 
the morning will yield a good 
quantity of cooked meat which 
can be used in many quickly 
prepared dishes such as chicken 
ala king or chicken salad.

BEFORE we check this 
week’s produce situation, we 
would like to clear up one 
point. In a recent column we 
mentioned the advisability of 
freezing green peppers while 
they are so plentiful and rea- 
sonably priced. 

Since that time we have re- 
ceived numerous phone calls 
from homemakers who said 
they weren’t aware that green 
peppers could be frozen, and 
asking for directions. 

They can, indeed. And here 
are instructions as given by the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture in. their excellent 
Home and Garden Bulletin No. 
10 entitled “Home Freezing of 
Fruits and Vegetables”: 

“Peppers frozen without heat- 
ing are best for use in un- 
cooked foods. Heated peppers 
are easier to pack and good for 
use in cooking. 

‘Select firm, crisp, thick- 
walled peppers. Wash, cut out 
stems, cut in half and remove 
seeds. If desired, cut into one- 
half inch strips or rings. Heat 
in boiling water if desired— 
halves three minutes, slices 
two minutes. Cool promptly in 
cold water and drain. 

“If peppers have not been 
heated, pack into containers, 
leaving no head space. Seal 
and freeze. If peppers have 
been heated, leave one-half 
inch head space.”

FOR EUROPEAN SATELLITES 


SINGAPORE, Aug. 14 (AP) 
—Red China last month bought 
an estimated 20,000 tons of 
Malayan rubber worth $11,000,-

production.

IN SUEZ LANDING 


Big Radiation Doses Could Start 
Epidemics, Soviet Scientists Say 


BURLINGTON, Vt., Aug. 14 
that radiation increases could 
start epidemics. 

Eight Soviet scientists, in- 
cluding one woman, are at- 
tending the world’s first in- 
ternational congress of radia- 
tion here. 

Head of the delegation is 
Dr. A. M. Kuzin of Moscow. 

Spokesman for the group, 
however, is Dr. Nathalie A. 
Bach, also of Moscow, who is 
fairly well at home in the 
English language. 

Another Soviet scientist, 
academician Andrei Sakharov, 
recently asserted that radio- 
active bomb fallout increases 
the probability of killing epi- 
demics. 

Changes in Germs. 

Sakharov based his idea on 
the agreed fact that radiation 
increases boost the number of 
germ cell changes in living 
things, whether they are man, 
insect, germ, or virus. And it 
is well known that germs and 
viruses can change from harm- 
less to deadly types. 


Sakharov is not attending 
this congress, but his fellow 
Soviet scientists agreed with 
his idea. They said any increase 
in radiation over natural back- 
ground would heighten the 
chances of germ and virus 
changes potentially disastrous 
to man. 

Speaking of radiation dam- 
age generally, the Russian 
woman scientist said there is 
no level of radiation so low 
that it does not do harm. 

“Any inerease in the dose of 
radiation in a large population 
would always be bad,” she said. 

The Russians would not dis- 
cuss bomb testing and its ef- 
fects directly. They said the 
view of Soviet scientists was 
detailed in the recently pub- 
lished ‘United Nations report 
on radiation. 

Brain as a Detector. 

The Soviet delegation’s ma- 
jor scientific contribution to 
the congress was a finding that 
the initial effects of radiation 
increases show up in the brain 
and central nervous system. 

United States scientists long 
have said the first detectable 
effects are on the blood-manu- 
facturing system. 

But the Russians said re- 
search showed the central nerv- 
ous system is the body’s first 
radiation detector and that the 
later symptoms are tiredness, 


headache, dryness of month, 
sweating, and dizziness. 

The Russians said they 
thought similar congresses 
should be held in future years. 
They said, however, the grou 
should be more “internationally 
representative.” 

This first Congress, because 
it was held in this country, 
brought about five times more 
American scientists than for- 
eign. The Russians said they 
thought the representation 
should be less one-sided. 

Doubt on Pill Protection. 

An American scientist 

warned today that no anti- 
radiation pill ever will be a 
match for the H-bomb. 

At the same time a French 
scientist expressed doubt that 
pills thus far developed are as 
protective against atomic rays 
as their makers believe. 

Earlier this week Dr. David 
G. Doherty of the Oak Ridge 
National Laboratory reported 
to the congress about a cheap 
pill which he said could reduce 
injury from a given amount of 
radiation by 50 per cent. 

Today Dr. Walter Gordy of 
Duke University cautioned 
against giving people the “false 
hope” that they can be im- 
munized against radiations such 
as would be loosed on them in 
all-out hydrogen warfare. 

In any event, Gordy said, 
“they can always make the H- 
bomb bigger faster than they 
can make the pill bigger.” He 
said the only good protection 
against nuclear war is peace. 

Dr. Raymond Latarjet of 
Paris also cautioned against 
expecting too much from such 
pills. Doherty had said his Oak 
Ridge pill would double the 
dose of radiation a person 
could take without increasing 
the damaging effects. 

Latarjet said this “factor of 
two” is too high. He estimated 
it at 1.4. Moreover, he indi- 
cated doubt that this kind of 
protection would be much good 
against the big radiation doses 
which might be encountered 
in war. He noted that when 
the dose gets high enough, all 
laboratory animals receiving 
them die whether they have 
been “protected” or not. 

Gordy, however, thought Do- 
herty’s pill or some future im- 
provement on it would be use- 
ful in the coming atomic power 
age and for such persons as 
X-ray specialists who may oc- 
casionally get an overdose of 
radiation.

THE U.N. ASSEMBLY has reconvened after adjourn- 
ing for several days, giving the representatives of both the 
United States and the Soviet Union time for consultations 
on the Mideast situation, together with the Secretary Gen- 
eral an opportunity to present his plan for procedure in 
that area of the world. 


Points preposed by the United States and 
scheduled for consideration included a U.N. police 
force to protect any threatened countries in the 
Middle East; a U.N. guarantee of existing borders 
in the Middle East, and a U.N. commission to in- 
vestigate and report complaints of indirect ag- 
gression. 


It was evident that the latter point, at least, would be 
opposed by the Soviets, who at no time have resisted men- 
tion of indirect aggression and have concentrated on the

When you think the deal is 
just about clinched, don’t move 
too hastily. Throw a geisha 
party or two and put in 18 
holes on the golf course to 
wrap it up. 


This routine sounds a lot 
livelier than simply picking 
up a telephone, but there are 
some pitfalls. 


First, the expense can be 
staggering.

Sailing the Bounding Wide, Deep Screen 

LOUIS DE ROCHEMONT, one of the pioneers in 
shooting and the semi-documentary technique in 
movies, has come up with sort of a travelogue-entertain- 
ment feature photographed in a new wide-screen process, 
“WINDJAMMER,” now at the AMBASSA- 
DOR THEATER. It was photographed in 
the new triple camera process, Cine- 
miracle, and is being projected in Cine- 
rama, from three projectors in separate 
booths, on the theater’s huge, deeply 
curved screen. 

The results are basically, technically, 
Cinerama productions shown at the theater. The 
sweep is broad, the impression of depth is startling, and 
same dizzying and thrilling effects of motion can be ob- 
tained. At the same time, there is still a faint darkening 
marking the lines between the three sections of film, 
although this has been much improved, and horizontal 
lines curve upward extremely from the center, so that 
the ocean, for instance, always looks as if has a valley in 
the center.

Using the voyage of the Christian Radich, a Nor- 
wegian merchant marine training ship, a square-rigged 
three-master, De Rochemont has put on a vivid show in 
Eastman color. The effects range from the tremendous to 
the banal. When the ship, full-rigged, is shown sailing 
before the wind or dipping into a churning sea, the scene 
is majestic and beautiful. Some staged sea-chanties, sung 
by several of the Norwegian cadets in the forecastle, and 
some parties where the young cadets do the calypso in 
Trinidad or watch native entertainers, are pretty trite. 


However, De Rochemont has thrown in everything he 
could think of for a good show, and he’s a resourceful man. 
A ride down the cobblestones of the steep Madeira streets 
reminds one of the thrills of the Cinerama roller-coaster, 
and the audience is taken for another pell-mell, dizzy ride 
on a fire-engine through the Philadelphia streets, with 
the camera speeded up for thrills (if the fire apparatus 
were going as fast as it seems, it would be doing about 
120 miles per hour.) 


There are some beautiful and impressive shots of the 
sailing ship with a modern American navy task force, con- 
trasting it with a submarine, a destroyer and a mighty 
aircraft carrier; a beautiful bubbly effect taken from a 
camera mounted on the stern of a sub as it dives; undersea 
shots as a cadet helps retrieve a dummy torpedo; and some 
thrilling shots of a missile-bearing destroyer blasting off 
a couple of its guided missiles. 


On the cultural end, Pablo Casals plays the ‘cello at 
one stop, and Arthur Fiedler and the Boston Pops 
Orchestra come on board at Boston and play the first 
movement of the Grieg A Minor piano concerto with a 
cadet, Sven Erik Libaek, which immediately reminds the 
cameraman to take some gorgeous and awesome shots of 
the Norwegian fjords. There is a brilliantly done kaleido- 
scopic montage of the signts and sounds of New York 
which is clever and intriguing. 

Yes, De Rochemont has made it quite a show. While 
it isn’t art or a serious effort at a fine movie, it is good 
entertainment. 


Touching French Film 


A FRENCH-SPANISH producing team has come up 
with a penetrating and poignant film in the French lan- 
guage called “THE LOVEMAKER,” now at the APOLLO. 
It stars Betsy Blair, the American actress, in a role quite 
similar to the one for which she gained 
fame in “Marty.” She is a plain woman 
of 35, intelligent and kindly, but lonely 
and repressed and seemingly doomed to 
spinsterhood in the small Spanish town 
in which she lives, until a handsome bank 
clerk comes along and makes love to her. 
Alas, the clerk (excellently played by 
Jose Suarez) is only doing it as part of a cruel joke cooked 
up by the local coterie of playboys who are so bored with 
the limited possibilities of the provincial town they find 
at outlet in practical jokes. The hoax will be exposed 
at a big town fiesta. 

The woman, Isabella, falls hard for the guy. She is 
transformed, made radiant, by the magic of the feeling 
that has come over her, and this is a very touching thing. 
The man, basically a decent fellow, is horrified at the 
thing he has set in motion. He cannot bring himself to 
marry her out of pity, yet he cannot bear to tell her it 
was a joke, as he realizes it will ruin her life. He is 
morally weak, and, after threatening suicide to get out 
of his dilemma, takes refuge in running away. That leaves 
his friend (Yves Massard) with the dreadful task of telling 
Isabella. She is left stunned, speechless, in mute agony, 
and the film ends on that bitter note. 

The picture was written and directed brilliantly by Juan 
Bardem. Miss Blair’s performance is almost inspired in its 
exploration of the depths of human feeling, and altogether 
it’s a minor masterpiece of eandor, perception and irony. 

The second feature, “THIS IS RUSSIA,” is a trav- 
elogue taken in the U.S.S.R. by Sid Feder, going from 
Moscow, Leningrad, and the Ukraine and Georgia to Ori- 
ental republics like Kazakhstan and Nzbekistan. The pho- 
tography is not impressive, in fact, much of it is poor. But 
Feder has gotten many varied shots showing the personal- 
ities (mostly glum) of the people as well as what the offi- 
cials wanted him to take, and because of the scarcity of 
films about modern Russia, it is highly interesting as in- 
formation. 


Japanese Prison Camp Struggle 


“THE CAMP ON BLOOD ISLAND,” now at four drive- 
ins, the AIRWAY, MANCHESTER, SOUTH TWIN and 
FRENCH VILLAGE, is a British-made film which might be 
ealled a poor-man’s “The Bridge on the River Kwai,” in 
that it ts about a struggle between an indomitable Brit- 
ish. colonel, the commanding officer of captured English 
troops, and a brutal Japanese colonel who runs two prison 
camps on an island. It is fairly well done and quite real- 
istic, and is claimed to be based on fact, including the 
bloody battle in which-the prisoners gain freedom. Andre 
Morell, a competent actor, heads the cast as the British 
colonel.

The Bridge Deck

“THIS HAND has a light, 
fantastic feature,” said Lud- 
wig Katz, Boston physicist, in 
telling us about today’s hand 
which he met in a recent team- 
of-four championship. When 
Ludwig sat West against four 
hearts, he made both his single- 
ton kings and set declarer one 
trick. When his teammates sat 
North-South at the other table, 
declarer dropped both kings 
and made four hearts with 
three over-tricks. 

Ludwig uses the unusual no- 
trump overcall to request part- 
ner to choose a minor suit, 
but he prefers te wait one 
round before using this con- 
vention on the chance that the 
opponents will run into a mis- 
fit. On today’s hand, however, 
he immediately bid two no- 
trump, calling for a minor-suit 
response, because he reasoned 
that if he passed the first 
round, he might be marked 
with major-suit strength and 
stand less chance of making 
his lone kings. 
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West opened the seven of 
clubs and South took the ace 
and led a small diamond and 


to the king. East returned a 
club and declarer trumped, en- 
tered dummy with the ace of 
diamonds and led a heart for 
the finesse of the jack. He 
expected it to win, in which 
case he would ruff a diamond 
in dummy and take another 
trump finesse. But West won 
with the heart king. 

Now West sent back a third 
round of clubs, forcing South 
to ruff, and this established 
East’s heart ten. Declarer laid 
down his last heart, the ace 
ruffed a diamond in dummy 
and tried the spade finesse, 
losing to the king. 

The defenders now had the 
setting trick with the heart ten, 
taking a diamond, two hearts 
and a spade trick. 

When North played four 
hearts at the other table, he 
took the club opening with the 
ace and decided not to enter 
his hand with the diamond ace 
for a trump finesse, for this 
would set up a diamond trick 
for the defense. Instead, he 
laid down the heart ace and 
caught the king. 

Declarer continued the queen- 
jack of hearts, drawing trumps, 
and now he also decided against 
a spade finesse use to en- 
ter his hand he would have to 
lead a diamond to the ace or 
play his last heart, exposing 
his two club losers. So he laid 
down the ace of spades and 
again caught a ; 

Now declarer cashed the 
queen of spades, led a dia- 
mond to the ace and took the 
proven finesse of the spade 
nine. He followed with the 
jack-five of spades, discarding 
a diamond and a club from his 
hand, ruffed a diamond in 
dummy and ruffed dummy’s 
remaining club with his last 
heart for 13 tricks, claiming a 


finessed dummy’s nine, losing: heart in North at the end. 
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“Very fast, wonderfully fast,

Natives of Africa

AFRICAN NATIVES often 
send out signals by beating 
drums. Messages aré Carried 
far and wide in this manner. 
When travelers é@nter a wild 
area, it is common for the 
drums to be beaten as a warn- 
ing for tribesmen within reach 
of the sounds. 


After hearing the sounds, 
the other hatives start beat- 
ing drums. Within a short 


‘time, the tessage is spread 


far and wide. 
Q. De all Negroes In Africa 


have black hair?” 


A. The vast majority of them 


do, but a few have red hair. 


An aged Negro may have white 
or gray hair. 

Q. What is the religion of 
African natives? 

A. They have many religions. 
Christian missionaries have 
done much work in Afrita, but 


small percentage of the natives 
into followers of the Christian 
faith. There are more Moham- 
medans among them than 
Christians. 


The majority of the Negroes 
in Africa are described as 
“animists,” but the animists 
differ widely in their beliefs. 
In some tribes the thief god 
is called Kuru, but others say 
that Benthena or Oleron or 
some other god is the most 
powerful, 


In addition to having a chief 
god, the tribesmen speak of 
other deities. Sometimes they 
pray to the spirits of their 
dead chiefs, an that these - 
have a strong position in the 
spirit world. 


Witch dottors of jungle 
tribes believe, or pretend to 
believe, in magic. Sometimes 
they use fetishes to bring harm 
to other persons. 
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
